| The antumn and ‘winter months are, of 
course, peculiarly adapted to the pleas- 
ares of society, Which are never so ¢lab- 
orately exhibited as amid the varied fa- 
feilities and opportunities of city life. 
|} Watering place dissipation has an incom- 
tpleteness about it which is painfully un- 
antisfying to a genial nature. There is 
really uo Ghance for the exhibition of 


—-~ | that generous hospitality which can only 


be had amid the privacies of one’s own 
dwelling. The most lavish display of 
attention to friends or acquaintances is 
imperfect if it does not bring them within 
the circle of the entertainer’s home. It 
is only in the large town or city that it is 
easy to secure the elements Which add so 
much tothe attractions of the society 
season. One cannot trust rare china or 
precious wines to the rough usage of cart 
er car, as if they were common crockery 
or vile ‘‘tanglefoot,” nor is there any 
place so redolent of the host's individu- 
tity as that fn which his household gods 
are gathered. It is not every old family, | 
even in Boston, that can boast its Brah- 
minical credentials in family portraits by 
Copley and Smibert, but there is no home 
tolerably favored with earthly. comforts 

that does not have its characteristic pos- 
sessions, which the most gorgeous hotel 

or select boarding house cannot furnish. 

It is the advantage of the society sea- 
son that persons of varied talents and ac- 

cOmplishments are drawn together in 
such a way as to exhibit their gifts to 

the best advantage. No matter what 

those qualitications may be, they find a 

place somewhere in the economy of our 

social life. The young lady whose face 

is her fortune will be sure to have her 

admirers; she may be sought after as an 

ornament, perhaps a little more anima- 

ted than a painted vase, while her homely 

but livelier sister will attract those who 

prefer brains to beauty. Society gay- 

eties have a place for all, from the dap- 

per youth whose mind is in his heels, to 

the venerable sage who carries philoso- 

phies in his head. The dinner party, 

with its array of wit and learning, serves 

as the complement to the ball-room, with 

its display of beauty and grace. It is 

certainly well that ‘‘society” should, so 

far us possible, be exclusive of the va- 

ried elements that constitute the most at- 

tractive features of metropolitan civili- 

zation. The imperial power of fashion 

is seen in its bringing all talents 

and opportunities under tribute, and there 

is every reason, therefore, why its facill- 

ties should be earnestly improved. It 

doves not need the blaze of diamonds to 

give luster to one who is fitted by cir- 

cumstances and position to shine in so- 
cicty, and the pearls that fell from 
Prince Esterhazy’s coat could not invest 
a pretender with distinction in the best 
society.

There has been a good deal of discus- 
sion latterly about the debts of the Prince 
of Wales. According to one story, they 
amount to £600,000, or $3,000,000, and the 
queen has agreed to pay them. Accord- 
ing to another, the prince only owes £40,- 
000; he will be able to pay these debts 
out of his own income, and his mother 
has not paid them and is not required to 
pey them. 

We believe there is truth in both of 
these statements. The debts of the prince 
are of two sorts—those which are official 
and those which are personal. The lat- 
ter class he is abundantly able to pay 
himself, and as he seems to be a fair man 
of business and careful of his popularity 
in England, there is no doubt that in due 
{ime they will be paid. The other class, 
the official debts, are very large indeed, 
and as they were incurred by the prince 
in the discharge of official duties which 
really belonged to the queen, and as par- 
liament makes her a large allowance for 
the payment of just such charges, it is not 
straining the truth to say that they can- 
not properly be called debts of the prince, 
and that in paying them, as she will un- 
doubtedly have to do, the queen pays her 
own debts and not those of her 60n. | 
These obligations were contracted by the 
prince in entertaining the Shah of Persia, 
the Emperor of Russia, and other poten- 
tates and princes who have from time to 
time visited England since the queen re- 
tired and ceased to perform what may be 
called the social part of her official /du- 
ties. The money for this purpose was 
not obtained from ‘tradesmen, and there 
are no tradesmen’s bills'in this class of 
debts. It was all advanced by capitalists

ABDUCTION OF A MURDERER. 


In 1857 he was nominated tor governor 
and elected over Hon. B.H. Hill, the ablest 
stump speaker in Georgia, by over ten 
thousand majority. The people were so 
pleased with his administration tuat they 
re-elected him for the next three succes- 
sive terms, by heavy popular majorities. 
His administration extended through 
nearly four years before the war and its 
whole eventful period. 

We do not propose to discuss Gov. 
Brown's positions or opinions before or 
during the period. of reconstruction. 
We have differed with him widely, 
but accord to him the same honesty of 
purpose which we claim for ourselves. 

In 1868 Governor Brown was the re- 
construction candidate for United States 
senator and was defeated before the rep- 
resentatives of the people by Joshua Hil! 
after a very heated contest. 

This was the first and only defeat of his 
life. He never failed to triumph iu any 
instance inan election, where the peo- 
ple did the voting.' 

After Governor Brown's defeat for the 
senate, he Was appointed chief justice of 
the supreme court of the state, which posi- 
tion he filled as the bar and the people oj 
the state admit with decided ability. 
His health failing on the bench, he re- 
signed the position, when he had over 
nine years of unexpired term. 

Governor Brown then became one of 
the lessees of the Western and Atlantic 
railroad and was elected its president 
by a board of directors containing 
some of the ablest railroad men of the 
country. He has held the position ever. 
since, amd ranks well as a railroad 
man. 

Since he has been engaged in railroad- 
Ing, Governor Brown, in connection with 
a small company "of capitalists, has 
developed the only coal mine now in op- 
eration ig the state. As president of this 
company also, he has overcome natural 
obstacles in the development of the mine 
and reaching it with a railroad at an ele-

[By Telegraph to the Constitution! = Ce et spony by a 
Cuicaco, October 14.—Some weeks nus: agersty 
since one George Smith was kidnapped 
from Massac covnty, Lllinois, and taken 
to Tennessee, where, it is alleged, he is 
under indictment for murder. The at- 
tention of Gov. Beveridge was called to 
the matter, and he demanded from Gov. 
Brown, of Tennessee, the return of 
Smith and the delivery to the Illinois 
State authorities of the kidnappers, R 
Ward and M. 8. Williams. Gov. Brown 
has at last replied to the demand. He 
reviews the facts in the case and admits 
that the action of the Tennessee officials 
was without warrant of law, but hopes 
that inasmuch as Smith is notoriously 
gui ty of murder, and that as there was 
no intentional disrespect shown to the 
authorities of this state, Gov. Beveridge 
u.ay find it compatible with his sense of 
duty to let the matter rest.
